Holy Ghoſt or (which is the fame Thing upon the Matter) 
that the bleſſed Apoſtle here, under his immediate Influences, - 
meaneth as he ſpeaketh; it would eaſily appeat, that the counteract- 
ing of the Duty that is ſo peremptorily preſ'd in the preſent Paſ- 
ſage, were downright Diſobedience and Refractorineſe, attended with 
the greateſt Obſtinacy, and liable to the nie Puniſhment. 
I x ts a Hundred to One, (which is great Odds) but this Portion 
of holy Writ may run the Hazard of beipg calld Malignant by ſome 
ſort of Tops 3 becauſe (like a brazen Wat it ſtands inflexible to. 
any Compliance with the violent Rectance or Murder of Soyereign 
Pridces : And it is worthy to be obſer vd, that thn inſpired Apoſtle, 
guided by the Spirit of all Truth, not only requireth a bodily Sub- 
jectron,. which ſometimes may be found in Perſous that are rebelli- 
ous; ready to reſiſt lawful Sovereigns, and are obnoxious to God's 
Ne for that Crime; but a Submiſſion of the Soul alſo, as to 
4 Spark of God's own Authority, and a divine Obedience and Inſti- 
tttion: For if this inward: Diſpoſition be not firſt firmly rooted in 
- the Mind, the outward Performance will fail upon every Occaſion, 
and Then there muſt be an qutward Subjection, in obey ing the lau- 
fal Contmand of our awful Superiors: And if it ſhall happen, that 
Sovereign Princes or their Delegates, (by Virtne of their Aurhority): 
enjoyn things contrary tro the Law of Heaven, it is better in that 
Gafe, to obey God than Man ; only there mult he a peaccable and. 


calm Acquieſcence in the ſevereſt Penalties auncxd to the Refuſal: 
So the Propher Daniel behaved, 1 there was a ſimful Edict rs 


by King Darius, and 8 by his Authority, diſcharging the 
Invocation of God for Thirty Days Space y though he could not 
in Conſcience comply with the Contents of it, yet he humbly and 
meekly yielded to rhe Puniſhment, without making Uſe of any 
Means or Methods for raiſing Force of Arms againſt that King in 
his own Defence, even when the Character he bore in the Realm, 
might have given him fair Hopes of making a Party : So, that if a 
Prince's Command be lawful, the Subje mult obey, and if it be 
not ſo, he may not rebel, but ſubmit to the Puniſhment, .... 
It is of great Importance in this Matter, to conſider, that the 
Words of the Text and Context were ſpoken in the Reign of Nero, 
who, beſides that he was a Hearhen, he was a bloody : Perſecutor 
and a Tyrant, and thought himſelf obliged, (no donbt) in perſecu- 
ting the End of his Office, toraze aud deſtroy the Chriſtians -z (for 
b 0 the Senatorian Laws formerly, and the Imperial Statures then, 
did ſtrictly forbid the ſetting up of new Religions, as a thing which 
is ſippoſed to have a Tendency to the Diſturhance of the State) and 
yet, even the Monſter Nero, is not excepted by our bleſſed Apoſtle, 
from the Tribute of Habjection. If theſe Apoſtolic Documents had 
been delivered in the Reign of ſuch a pious, clement Prince, as our 
King Charles I. (the Royal Martyr of this Day) it might have been 
thought, that the Virtue of the Perſon claim'd the Deference of 
Subjection, and not the Character of the Prince; and that it was 
damnable to refiſt, becauſe he was Good, and not becauſe he was &i - 
pream; becauſe he was the nurſing Father of the Church, and not 
bcecauſe he was the ruling Father of the Country; and therefore, it 
was a happy Coincidence (as a pregnant Author faith) to ſecure the 
Authority of the Magiſtrate, which anſwereth the moſt ſpecious Pre- 
texts of Rebellion. If Religion be pretended, a Heathen muſt not 
| be reſiſted z and if Tyranny be pretended, it is Damnation to op- 
| poſe a Nero And certainly, in the Inſtance of this tragical Day, 
4 we may learn by a dear-bought Experience, that it is better to en- 
dure 0 Inconveniences in a ſettled Government, than to endea- 


vour violent Alterations. „ . 
Only, before I engage in the preſent Argument ] muſt take Notice, 
that ſome have ſtrained hard, to have that which we have here ren- 
dered, to receive Damnation, to ſignify no more, than that Rebels

ſtrates may inflict, eſpecially becauſe of the following Words, tha 
Rulers are a Terror to evil Works ,, and it muſt be owned, that ſomec- 
times the Vocable in the Original is applied to Sentences of Tem- 
poral Puniſhments upon Malefactors: So one of the Thicves upon 
the Croſs with our B. Lord, ſaid to the other, Thou art in the 
 Jame Condemnation, (or judgment, as the fame Word here uſed 
doth imply) but at other Times it ſignifieth Divine and Eternal 
Funiſoment; ſo in St. Paul's Apology againſt Tertullus the Orator, 
whio accuſed him of Sedition, it is ſaid he reaſoned of Righteouſneſs, 
Temperance and the Judgment to come; and fo in ſeveral other 
Places. So that if that Argument were of any Force, that in this 
Text, there were no more to be be underſtod bur ja Temporal Pu- 
niſnment, to be inflicted upon Reſiſters by the Magiſtrate, then (as 
a modern, learned Annotator ingeniouſly obſeryeth ) it would pr. 
conclude alſo firſt, That no other criminal Action puniſhable mond.

niſhment : So that when Thieves, Robbers, Murtherers and other 
ſcelerous Offenders, were hang'd, they ſhould not alſo be damn'd, 
whatever their Crime were.

_ rify his Avarice nor Luxury: But his Meaning was, that if their 
King ſhould happen to degenerate, into ſuch, unjuſtifyable Pra- 
Cices, as the Kings of other Nations often did, they muſt neither 
offer to caſt off his Government, nor diſturb his Reign, much leſs 
murther his Perſon. No, there is nothing left them, but Prayers 
and Tears, Ie ſhall cry to the Lord in that Day, And then we ſee, 
that eyen upon theſe Terms, they were Rill willing to have their 
Nation Nezghbour-like under the Scheme of Royal Government, and 
therefore God ſaid to the Prophet, Hearken to their Voice and 
make them a King.

To make 
2 ſhortAccoun tof this whole Matter, with reſpect to theOld Teſt. firſt, 
for the Kingdom of the Ten Tribes, it was founded in Rebellion, 
and was ſubſiſted by Rebellions, Murthers, and ſanguinary Pra- 
ctices, The whole Tract of their Monarchs was wicked, and Laving 
an ill Title to their Government, they were always jealous of their 
Subjects, leſt they ſhonld have returned to their Duty to the Lineal 
Succeſſion of K. David, and fo for&d to compound with em, and 
allow them a large Share in the Sovereignty, which made the Peo- 
ple indifferent to return to theRace of David, becauſe they were abfo - 
lute Monarchs, aud manag d their Government with a true Air of Ma- 
zeſt y, And then for the Dævidic Line, ſome of them were eminent pious 
Princes (as we have it in the Record of H. Writ)ſuch as Aſab, and Ama-

tained the Honour of their Character, and did not ſneak or ſtoop

ĩꝛo every Ordinance of Man, (or to every Principality or Magiſtracy of 
Man, ) for the Lord's ſake, whether it be to the King as. Supreme, or 
unto. Governours, as to them that are ſent by Him, for the Pu- 
mſhment of evil Doers, and for the Praiſe of them that do well. | 
have had occaſion formerly, upon this Day of Faſting and Mourn- 
ing, to conſider who this King was, to whom the Submiffion is 
_ required : That Epiſtle being dated from Babylon, literally taken, 
(and not Rowe the Miſtical Babylon, as ſome have miſtaken it) it 
both related to the King of the Parthiants, to whom he requireth 
Duty and Obedience to be paid, by all the Chriftians of the feveral 
Provinces of that Country. And leni, in ſo far as rhe ſame 
Epiſtle is addreſs'd to the Converts of the Provinces of Ala, By- 
thinia, Pontus, Galatia, and Cappadocia, It had reſpet alſo to the 
Roman Emperor Nero; ſuch an Arch-Tyrant, that his Name, by 
the common Cuſtom and Approbation of all Ages ſince, harh been 
applied to ſuch Princes as have been moſt eminent for all Barbari- 
ties. So that, whether it be underſtood of the Parthian King, or the 
Roman Emperor, or any other Governor remarkable for Cruelty. St. 
Peter determineth, That Loyalty and Subjection is due: And m his 
Progreſs in the ſame Epiſtle, with Magiſterial and Apoſtolic Autha- 
rity, he joyneth theſe Two together, Fear God, Honour the King : 
And our Apoſtle likewiſe in this Paſſage, where our Text lieth, 
giveth the Reaſon, why we are to be ſubje& to higher Powers, viz. 
Becauſe the Powers that be, are ordained of God; and from therc: 
inferteth, That they that rejiſt ſhall recerve,&3c. And finally, toantic.- 
pate and prevent ſuch as might have been apt to ſay, That he had 
commanded this Subjection only, leſt ſuch as paye41t not,ſhould ſmart 
under the Reſentment of the Magiſtrate, he tells, as 1 iid before, 
it muſt be done, not only tor Wrath, but for Conſcience ſake; and 
then afterward ſubjoyneth, For this Cauſe pay ye Tribute a'ſo ;, and 
then, Render to all their Due; Cuſtom, to whom Cuſtom , Tribute, to 
when Tribute; Fear, to whom Fear; and Honour, to whom Honour, 
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This is an Abridgment of the Doctrin of Loyalty, delivered by 
theſe Two great Evangelic- Teachers, to the One of whom our 
bleſſed Lord committed the Apoſtulate of the Fews, and to the other 
that of the Gentiles. 1 ſhall only add to theſe the Apoſtle St. 
Jude, who in his ſhort and ſmart Hypiſtle giveth à moſt ingenious 
and ſuitable Deſcription of ſuch Men as believed ir to be a part of 
their Suintſhip, to ſpeak evil of . Dignities, and deſpiſe Dominions x; 
whoſe Deſign was like that of Crab and his Complices, which 
was to ſhare the Government amongſt themſelves, and ſet up for 
being the Keepers of the Liberties 7 the People, which could not 
poſſibly be done, as long as Moſes was a King in Jeſburun. That 
which they plainly inſinuated, in managing that obſtreperous In- 
ſurrection, was, That Moſes was guilty of Malverſe in adminiſtring 
the Power committed to him, and that therefore it was now devol- 
ved again into the Hands of the People, who were to take him to 
Task fer his Behaviour. And thisſeemeth to hint at TWO Principles, 
by which they propoſed to defend themſelves, from the Charge of fo. 
dapper and malaparr a Piece of Inſolence, viz. Firſt, That Liberty 
and Right to Power, is ſo inherent in the People, that it cannot 
be taken from them. And, next, That in caſe of Incroachment up- 
on this Liberty, the People may reſume the Exerciſe of that Power, 
which they have conferred, and puniſh thoſe that have miſcarried 
in the Management. And perhaps they were the firſt in the World 
that ever entred this Plea; and it had been both happy and honour- 
able for this Iſland, that Crab and his Aſſociates had not found _ 
any Proſelytes in it (how ſmall their Credit is of having ſuch Patrons, 
let them ſee to it.): And I am ſure, that for the Principle it ſelf, 
That People may Chaſtiſe their Princes, for any (either real, but eſpe- 
cially imaginary) Miſdemeanor at their pleaſure, It ſeemeth to be 
moſt deſtructive to all Civil Societies; becauſe, on «theſe Terms, 
it may be. done upon all Occaſions, whenſoever the Spirit of Faction 
and Sedition doth prevail, as the Murmurings and Mutinies which 
uſhered in the Tragedy of this Day, ſufficiently proves. Having 
taken this ſmall Tate of the expreſs Doctrine of our Bleſſed Lord, 
and His Holy Apoſtles, it will not be amiſe, in tze 
Third Place, To take a brief Review of the Documents of ſome: 
of the Primitive Fathers and Grand Luminaries of the 3 2 
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Church, that it may appear how much they are of a Piece with the 
Contents of the Goſpel : And in this, I ſhall only glance at the 
Teſtimonies of theſe very few, under my Hand at this 85 

reſent Time. S. Tertullian, in his Apology for the Cap. xxx. 
Chriſtians againſt the Gentiles, ſaith to this Purpoſe, Dt 
the Emperor had his Domi nion and Imperial Diguity from the ſame Au- 
thor, Fm whom he had his Life, before he was an Emperor, * Which 
ſeemeth plain to be the fame thing which St. Treneus (who floutiſh- 
ed towards the End of the Second Century) had faid long before, 

(and that in the very like, and almoſt the tame Words) For after 
he hath affirmed G OD to be the Author of Government, not the 
People, nor the Devil (for he lied manifeſtly to our bleſſed Lord, 
when he tempted Him in the Wilderneſs, and ſhewing him the 
Kingdoms of the World, impudently faid, All theſe Thing: will I 
give thee) that bleſſed Martyr addeth to this Purpoſe, 3 

＋ That Kings are conſtituted and appointed by the Pu- . Lib. 5. cont. 
er and Providence of the ſame God by which Men are hixr, fol. mi- 
born. But then Tertullian proceedeth in the fame hi 1243. 
Chapter (as may be ſeen) © We, viz. Chriſtians, al- „ 
«© ways pray in behalf of our Emperors, for the Leygth of their 
Lives, the Security of their Empire, the Safety of their Houles, 

© the Succeſs of their Arms, the Fidelity of their Senate, the Pro- 

« bity of their People, the Quiet and Tranquility of the World, and 
c for all things that either Cæſar or the Heart of Man can wiſh. Ard 
leſt ſome unhappy ſeditious Sectariau might alledge, That the 
Chriſtians then had flarter'd the Heathen Emperors, that they might 
the better avoid the Dint of their Reſentments, which ſtill would 
have been as much as, they did not, becauſe they durſt not reſiſt; 

in the very next Chapter of the ſame Apology, he ſheweth the ttue 
Principles upon which the Church pur up theſe loyal Prayers; viz. 
Firſt, Becauſe of our bleſſed Lord's Golpel-precept,* To pray for our 
Perſecators , and the Emperors that then reigned, were their bloody 
Enemies. And next, Becauſe that the bleſſed Apoſtle a doh

competent Force to have oppoſed and coerced the Fury 
De Civit, of their Enemies. Again, St. Auguſtin, after he: hath 
Dei. J. v. c. aggrandiz'd the Cruelty and Luxury of wicked Nero, 
XIX. he addeth;*” That the Power of Government was not 
—  —» ® gjyen to ſuch as he, but by God's ſpecial Provi- 
„ dence, when the State of human Affairs ſeemeth to call for ſuch ' 
Lords and Governoutrs:. And: the ſame Author, in 
Chap. xxi. a following Chapter of the ſame Book, ſaith, f The 
„ ? fame God gave the Right of Government to Marius, 
» (who was a cruel Emperor) who gave it to Caius Caſar (that was 
Clement) He that gave Imperial Power to Auguſtus, gave it alſo 
to Nero, He that beſtowed it upon the Two Yeſpafians, the Fa- 
ther and Son, the ſweeteſt Eniperors, gave it alſo to Domitian: 
And, to fave the Trouble of a compleat Enumeration, He thar 
beſtowed that Dignity upon Chriſtian Conſtantine, beſtow d it al- 
” fo upon Julian the Apathate, By all which, that great Light of 
the Church implieth, that the fame Suljection, Fidelity and Defe-- 
rence, is due by Chriſtian Subjects to Good Kings and Bad Rings, the 
Cruel aud Clement, the Hah and Severe, as well as the Mild. And 
| to add no more, St, Ferome, when he mentioneth Ge- 
Epiſt. ad' daliab, (whom only Nebuchadnezzar, the victorious 
Damaſcum. Monarch of Babilon, appointed Ruler over the Remnant 
of Fudah that were left in their Country, after the Bo- 
dy of the People were carried into Captivity). he calleth Hmael 
the Son of Mihaniab, who treacherouſly flew him, * The Murderer 
of his Country :- And fo it may be eaſily conjectured, by what Names 
of Infamy that holy Father (had he lived to hear of them) would

Iso come dommoarde; This evident Chriſtian Doctrine of Snbjedti- 1 
on to our lawful Princes, is ſufficiently atteſted by the famous 
Church of England (Reformed from all Popiſh Errors) by the Con- 
rents of her xxxix Articles, the Doctrine of her Homiſies, the Do- 
Arine of her Litingy; in the Morning and Evening Service whereof, 
for every Day, Almighty God is faid to be the only Ruler of Prin- 
ces, excluding all Pretence of Superiority, either of Pope or Populace; 
By the 70 Age of their Univerſities, which, with great Learning 
and juſt Seyerity,. have animadyerted upon the Ignorant and Ill- ad- 
viſed, that have offer d to convell the plain Goſpel · Truth now be- 
fore us, and by the Opinions of her eminent Divines, whoſe learn- 
ed Pens and Tongues, (in Spite of all the vain Pretences of empty 
Zealots) have proven both the greateſt Ornament and Bulwark to 
our Hoh Religion, whoſe worthy Steps I own to have traced in this 
Matter: And becauſe it would bea Task of far longer Performance, 
than the few appointed Minutes for ſuch a Diſcourſe as this can al- 
low to ſay all, or the moſt part to this purpoſe, I ſhall in this Place, 
only mention the Opinion of the late worthy and pious Author 
of the Chriſtian Life, (a Book in the Poſſeſſion, and in the juſt E- 
ſteem of many) who, in a Sermon of his, upon the head of- 
Snbjefion, faith, * That every Man Enower h, or might nom, if hesern. _ 
» were not wanting to himſelf, that the King is Vicegerent of his; 6 
God; and being ſo, the Subject is indiſpenſibly obliged by all the 
? Tyes of Reaſon and Religion, to ſubmit to his Will, to reverence 
his Perſon, and bow ro his Authority, and that he cannot lift up 
his Hand againſt him, without fighting againſt God Himſelf, (and 
in another Paſſage) we re 1 to ſet up fora publick Patron of Wicked-- 
* neſs, I hardly know a Villany in Nature fo black and monſtrous, 
* which could not more plauſibly recommend to Men's Reafon and 


Conſcience, than that of Refftance againſt lawful Authority which 
js ſuch a Complication of Wickedneſs, ſuch a loathſome Mixture 
of helliſh Inęredients, as is enough to nauſcate any Conſcience but 
2a Devils. In a Word, it is rational to think, that all the judici- 


ous Reformed wall agree, that if it once he admitted, that it is law* 
fal for private Men injured (or ſuppoſed to be fo) by the Magiſt- 
rate, to reſiſt him forcibly, all Places will be forthwith filled with 
Tumults, no Laws or Judicatorics will have any Authority; for there 
13 no Man that is not inclined to favour himſelff. | 
Upon the. whole Matter, I ſuppoſe there isno Body of found 
| Reaton bur muſt own, rhar they that take Governors and Rulers to 
have their Authority and Dignity from God, and that it is not 
lawful to reſiſt them violently upon any Pretence whatſoever, - are 
like to prove as found Chriſtians, as faithful Subjects, as charitable 
Neighbours, and as candidly Zealous fer the Honour and Intereſt of 
their Country, as any that ſuppoſe the Original of Power to be 
ledg'd in the People, and think that they may reſiſt, and judge, 
and depeſe their Princes when they think fit; for which, I believe 
it will not be eaſy to find either Law or Goſpel. 1 Ee 
on Fuſt Confiderations, of what hath been ſaid hitherto, it may 
be asked, Firſt, If no Rejfſtance is allowed by the Syſtem of Goſpel 
Doctrine, which way are Subjects to behave to their Superiours, if 
they ſhall happen to command Things not lawful nor juſt > Why, 
as I glanced at it a little before, as we are to obey them in Things 
Jawful with Frankneſs and Activity, ſo we are to decline their un- 
lawtul Commands, without Repug nancy. If we conſult Fleſh and 
Blood only, the Matter looketh impreſtable; (and ſuch are all the 
diſtinguiſhing Duties of Chriſtianity, ) and, therefore wiſe Solomon 
| faith, Truſt in the Lord with all thy Heart; and lean not 
Prov. iii. 70 thine own underſtanding : And he that is wiſer than So- 
mon, ſaith, If any Man will come after Me, let him deny 
himſelf, &c. Aud we muſt raiſe our Thoughts to the Height of 
that Beatitude which our Blefſed Lord's own. Mouth hath given 
aſſirance of, to all ſuch as will be governed by Him. Bleſſed are tbey 
that are perſecuted for Righteouſneſs ſake, mY : 
But yet it may be asked, wherher this Doctrine of Non- 
* Reſiſtance obligeth us to Sacrifice our Liberties and Properties 
or our Lives, &c. to the Sword of a Savage and Tyran- 
nical Prince, and ſtand ſtill as unmoveable Rocks or Sta- 
tues, and ſubmit to Deſtruction with Conſent ? Why cer- 
tainly good Men want not defenſive Arms, againſt the Inſults of 
their moſt formidable Oppreſſors, which do not infringe our 2 
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files Preſcription, if they be duely 145 dutifully managed; for, (1) 
if they either cannot poſſibly or conveniently withdraw tliemſel ves 
from approaching Ruin, which is an Expedient propoſed by our 
Lord, / he be ferſecuted in one City flee to another : Then there 
may be (2.) regular Appeals made from the Benches of Subordinate 
Governours to the Throne it ſelf. So St. Pau behaved in his own 
Caule , for when he underſtood that the malitious Fews had con- 

ſpired to murther him, and confider'd that Feſtus, (then) Roman 
_ Deputie of Fudea, had power to Judge, and either condemn or ſet 


| him free, if he that was the Priſoner had not cntred his Appeal, he 


preſently fell upon that Remedy of Law, after which, the Gover- 
nour, at his utmoſt Peril, was oblig'd to guard him agatuft the 
 Fewihh Fury, and convey him fafely to Rome, where the Provi- 
. dence of God found means to deliver hun, of of the Mouth of the = 
Lyon, and to give him an opportunity to preach the Goſpel there, 
where he failed not to make Proſelites, even within the Walls of 
that Heathen Court: And, befdes, Sovereign Princes have common- 
Ty brave and large Spirits, and fo are ready to welcome ſuch kind of 
Applications, becauſe the acceptance of them rendereth themſelves 
popular and gracious in the eſteem of their. Subjects. But next to 
Appeals. Seeondly, Petitions . managed prudently, (and not in a 
Tumultuary manner) may prove effectual for Security. So the 
buſineſs of the Primitive Chriſtians, who were invidioully repreſent- 
ed as dangerous Enermes to Kings and Emperors, (even as our Lord 
Himſelf was accuſed for perverting the Nation; and Sr. Paul for 
moving of Sedition); I ſay, the buſineſs of the Primitive Chriſtians 
was not without Succeſs, upon the Apologies and Petitions that 
were made for them, and ſometimes by a favourable Providence, 
proy'd means to open the Eyes and ſoften the Hearts of the Princes 
to whom they have been offered, to theRevocation of ſuch Edicts as 
have been ifftied for their Perſecution. And, in a word, Thirdiy, 
There is nothing more effectual to ward the blow of this kind of 
Tyranny and Oppreſfion, than for People to penetrate by due ſcru- 
tiny into their own Boſoms, and ro enquire into the Secret Cauſes 
of God's diſpleaſure, which have provoked Him in His Juſtice, to 
* raiſe up Princes to be their Plagres, inſtead of making their Officers 
Peace, and their Exactors Righteouſneſs. And when they have found

out theſe (whether they conſiſt in Coldneſs in Devotion, a Trac 
of Immorality, a down-right Stupidity and Inſenſiblenefs of all 
Virtue and Religion, Sc.) To turn again, as the Prophet ſaid, 10 
the Lord their God, to 17 up their Hearts to God, with their Hands 
to the Heavens, to put e at: evil of their doings: And, (as the 
Apoſtle,) To c eanſe their Hands, and purify their . heſe are 
Methods that claſh not with SHñjection, and as long as theſe can be 
uſed, there is no place for Rebellion; therefore the Prophet Jeremy 
taught the Captive Fews in Babylon, to pray for the Peace of that 
City, (rho? it was the Metropolis of the Tyrant that inſulted them, 
and the pompuous Trophy of their Deſolations;) for in the Peace of 
the City, they were to have Peace. In ſhort, till we find, that our 
Bleſſed Lord approved, the Apoſtles of our Lord, or the Primitive Chri- 
ſli ans practis d Reliſtance to their Lawful Governours by force, on any 


Occaſion whatſcever;and till we find theLimitations of Subjection, as 
plain as the Precepts of it in ſacred Writ, we muſt not underſtand 
them in a reſtrained, much leſs in a reverſed Senſe. 
To advance towards a Oncliſion of the whole Matter, it may 
juſtly be thought ſtrange, that after tlie Revelation and Propagati- 
on of this Goſpel-· Doctrine, they that own themſelves the Followers 
of Jeſus, ſhould act in a diametrical Oppoſition to thoſe ſacred Inſti- 
tiites, But the Matter was, in Order to the matchleſs Tragedy of 
this Day, the Scheme of Chriſtian Inſtructions was entirely and im- 

pudently perverted, by a Set of Men in Maſquerade, pretending to 
rhe moſt refined Sanctity, that avowed, That it was lawful for 
Subjefts to make a Covenant and Comvination without the King, and to 
enter into a Bond of mutuakDefence againſt their Ming, and all Per- 
ſons whatſoever : In Purſuance of which, Arms were taken up b 
them in Defence of His Majeſty's Authority, (they faid,) but they 
were againſt His Perſon: So cafy a thing it is for ſome People to 
reconcile Contradictions, to prove Light and Darkneſs to be conſi- 
ſtent at the ſame time, in the moſt intenſe Degree, and to twilt 
Ropes of Sand into a firm Coherence. V

And to deal ingenuouſly, The Fraternity in this Na- 
tion were nothing ſhort (in their warm and rapturous 
Efforts, ) of the Eugliſo Firebrands; with refpe& to the Govern» 
ment aud Dominion of the Sovereign Prince, and all under a 
Hypccritical Pretence of the greateſt Piety and Devotion;

Practis'd his barbarous Murder, and perhaps they that heard it, at. 
ruft believed it to he a Truth; but when his bloody Robe wa e 
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pPoſſed unto the publick View, they that look't'-uporraty ſerges 
the ilf Names that had been given him, and pityed the hard Fare 
of that unfortunate Prince, and cur ſed and proſecuted his Murderets 
According to the Merit of the Crime: So was the matchleſ Monarch; 
whom we deplare, voted Tyrant, Traitor and Oppreſſor, 
Hy a Club of impious Varlets and Sacrilegious Blood 1 
(rhar had got themſelves together under the Influences of 
the Devil) by the Name of a High Cm of »/Fuftics, 
and the miſchief was that the infatuated Multitude took 
it upon Truſt, and ſo the Matter went on. Therefore, wheii w 
meet on this Occaſion, to humble our ſelves in the Sight of God. 
thr the Guilt of the Innocent Royal Bloëd that was ſhed as upon this 
Day; (which perlraps ſtill cryeth for Vengeance) It ſhoud mode 
us ro abhor and exeerate theſe haretul Antichriſtiau, Aut imonarchical 
Principles, which laid the Foundation of the Miſehief that We i& 


grate, and make us adhere firmly to the Dqcttine of our Bleſſed 
Lord, His Holy Apoſtles, the Primitive Fathers, and the Orna-- 
ments of our happy Reformation 3 that fo it may be ell. Wirk Is
